1936 Activities 


All county equipment which worked during the season of 
1935 and which required attention, was repaired in the spring and 
put in first class condition to insure against loss of time during 
the working season. General maintenance was carried on during 
the year and an effort was made to keep the roadsides clear of 
brush that would cause snow drifts. An additional 30,800 ‘feet of 
snow fence was purchased during the year and distributed to the 
various roads as outlined in the Road Committee’s fourth report 


_. of December 3rd, 1936. A new Four Wheel Drive Truck was 


purchased and equipped with a road planer to maintain the roads 
in the south-eastern part of the county, where frequent patrolling 
is required to keep the roads in a passable condition. This unit 
_ proved very satisfactory and has been equipped for snow removal 
work for this winter. The following gives an outline o fthe work 
carried on during the year in addition to ordinary general main- 
- tenance. : 


Rd. No. 
3 General maintenance was carried on during the year. The 
guard rails in concession XI, Blenheim, were repaired and 
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205 gallons of dust layer applied at Washington. A drain 
was repaired in the Village of Princeton. 


A bridge in Concession II., Blandford, was extended as 


detailed on the bridge schedule in this report and the ap- 
proaches were graded and resurfaced. A side entrance cul- 
vert was supplied at the school in Concession-VII., Bland- 
ford. The retread pavement in Innerkip was surface 
treated, using 2,232 gallons of tar and covered with 132.8 
tons of %” stone and cost approximately 6c per sq. yard. 


The entire length of this road was resurfaced. The section 


from Beachville to Lot 4, W. Zorra, was resurfaced with | 


1251.82 tons of stone from the Cynamid Quarries and cost 
65c per ton on the road. The section from Lot 4 to Codys, 
was resurfaced with 429 yards of gravel from the McLeod 
pit and cost 72.8c per yard on the road. The section north 
of Embro to Lot 18, W. Zorra, was also resurfaced from 


the McLeod pit with 500 yards of gravel costing 64.8c per 


yard on the road, and the remainder of the road to the north 
boundary, was resurfaced with 2397 yards of gravel from 
the Young pit and cost 72%c per yard on the road. The 
section stablized south of Embro to Codys was resurfaced 


with gravel from the Hart pit, as this gravel contained a — 


percentage of clay. 1040 yards of gravel were used and 


cost 92.6c per yard on the road. The cost of stablizing in- 


cluding the Calcium Chloride used, the sand and clay 
hauled, the labour and the use of the maintainers, based oun 
the miles travelled, was $645.90 or $307.40 per mile. The 
mulch pavement in Beachville was surface treated, using 
1087 gallons of tar which was covered with 67.55 tons of %” 
stone. 452 gallons of dust layer was applied at Brooks- 


dale and 300 gallons at Beachville. $385.70 of the amount — < 


charged for dust layer was for dust layer supplied the Vill- 
age of Embro, for which the county has been reimbursed. 


18 bags of Calcium Chloride was applied north of Ingersoll 
and one side entrace was repaired. General maintenance 
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was carried on during the year. 


Retread was was constructed on a short section north of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway subway. To do this work the 
retread stone in stock pile at the Leonard’s pit, was used and 
215.05 tons of commercial stone. Approximately 4000 sq. 
yards of pavement was laid at a cost of 40c a square yard. 
The retread pavement in Kintore was surface treated with 
1449 gallons of tar and covered with 73 tons of %” stone. 
The section north of Kintore was resurfaced with 2388% 
cubic yards of crushed gravel which cost 90c per yard on 
the road. 450 gallons of dust layer was applied in Medina 
and 8 bags of Calcium Chloride applied in front of the 
Uniondale cheese factory. $703.05 of the amount charged 
for resurfacing and dust layer was for work and materials 
done and used in the Village of Thamesford, for which the 
county has been reimbursed. 


General maintenance constituted the work on this road for 


the year 1936. 


A bridge in Concession VII.,. Dereham, was extended as 
detailed on the bridge schedule of this report, and the ap- 
proaches were graded and surfaced. A section of the road 
in Concession I., Dereham, was drained. The section from 
the road between Concessions I. and II., Dereham, to the 
road between Concessions VI. and VII., Dereham, was re- 
surfaced with 1222% cubic yards of gravel, at a cost of 86.8c 
per yard on the road. The road in the hamlet of Verschoyle 
was double surface treated with 1117 gallons of tar primer, 
1184 gallons of tar retread and covered with 65.12 tons of 
¥%” stone, and the road through Culloden was double surface 
treated with 1858 gallons of tar primer, 1660 gallons of tar 
retread and covered with 91.30 tons of 3%” stone. The re- 
tread pavement in Brownsville was surface treated at a cost 


of approximately 6c a square yard and 1991 gallons of tar 


was applied and covered with 126.3 tons of %” stone. 
$3,702.50 of the expenditure shown on this road was for 
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work done for the township of Dereham, for which the 
county has been reimbursed. 


The section from King’s Highway No. 19 to the Village of 
Sweaburg, was resurfaced with 1191% cubic yards of gravel 
at a cost of 78.4c per yard on the road. 40 bags of Calcium 
Chloride were used as a dust layer in the Village of Swea- 
burg. $382.91 of the expenditure on this road was for work 
done for the township of W. Oxford, for which the county 
has been reimbursed. 


A short section south of the Woodstock suburban area 
was resurfaced with 72% cubic yards of gravel that cost 
89.1c per yard on the road, and the section through the 
hamlet of Curries was patched with 25 cubic yards of gravel 
at a cost of $1.011 per yard. The double surface treatment 
in Burgessville was patched. Calcium Chloride was ap- 
plied in the hamlets in the following quantities: Curries, 20 
bags; Holbrook, 16 bags and south of Burgessville, 12 bags. 
$457.95 of the expenditure shown on this road was for work 
done for the Village of Burgessville, for which the county 
has been reimbursed. 


The section in concessions 5-6, E. Oxford, was resurfaced 
with 498 cubic yards of gravel that cost $1.36% per yard on 
the road and the section in concessions 1, 2, 3, North Nor- 
wich, was resurfaced with 1023 cubic yards of gravel at a 
cost of 88%c per yard on the road. Norwich south to road 
19 was resurfaced with 999 yards of crushed gravel costing 
$1.07%2c per yard laid down. Accounts for guard posts er- 
ected late in 1935 and in January 1936 were paid. Dust layer 


was applied north and south of the Village of Norwich for 


short sections. 
\ 

A bridge was constructed in Concession V. West Zorra, 

details of which are given in the bridge schedule of this re- 

port, and the approaches graded for a short distance on each 


side of the structure. A concrete culvert in Concession VI.. 
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W. Zorra, was repaired. Sections in the vicinity of 
Plattsville were patched with 435 cubic yards of gravel 
costing 51.4c per yard on the road. The double surface 
treatment south of Plattsville was surface treated using 661 
gallons of tar and 33 tons of 38” stone. The retread pave- 
ment in Bright was surface treated with 1229 gallons of tar 
and 62 tons of %” stone. The pavement in Hickson was 
surface treated, using 2251 gallons of tar and covered with 
125 tons of %” stone and the pavement in Kintore was given 
the first year seal coat, using 1185 gallons of tar and 70 tons 
of %” stone. The section from Hickson westerlyfi to the 
road between Concessions VI.-VII., W. Zorra, was re- 
surfaced with 1317% yards of gravel out of the Sutherland 
pit, at a cost of 80c a yard on the road. Concessions V. and 
VI. W. Zorra, were resurfaced with 435 yds. out of the 
Youngs pit, at a cost of 72%c per yard. Road 6 westerly to 
the road between Concessions XI. and XII., E. Nissouri, 
was resurfaced with 1886 cubic yards of gravel out of the 
McLeod pit and cost 96.8c per yard on the road. The re- 
mainder of the road to the west boundary was resurfaced 
with 962 yards of gravel out.of the Fewster pit and _ cost 
$1.05 per yard on the road. Dust layer was applied in 
the following villages, as follows: Washington, 900 gallons; 
East or Plattsville, 100 gallons, and west of Hickson Cor- 
ners, 524 gallons. 


The section from King’s Highway No. 19 to the centre of 
Concession VI., W. Zorra, was resurfaced with 1953 yards 
of gravel out of Hart’s pit at a cost of 56.lc pe r yard on the 
road, and from centre of Concession VI. to the centre of 
Concession IV. was resurfaced with 489 yards of gravel ata 
cost of 69.8c per yard. 


The section from Lot 15 to Lot 28 inclusive, in North Nor- 
wich, was stablized. The cost of stablizing including the 


’ cost of Calcium Chloride used, the clay hauled, the labour 
and the use of the power maintainers based on the miles 


travelled, was $1153.92, or $256.43 per mile. The double 
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surface treatment in Mt. Elgin was resurfaced with 400 
gallons of tar, covered with 25.5 tons of %” stone. Side 
entrances were repaired and the penetration pavement west 
of Norwich Village was patched. A short section east of 
Norwich Village was surface treated with road oil and 
covered with sand. 


The retread pavement in Brownsville was surface treated 
with 757 gallons of tar and covered with 45 tons of %” 
stone. Double surface treatment was laid through the ham- 


let of Delmer, using 1389 gallons of Primer, 1461 gallons of | 


tar and 105 tons of %” stone on the primer and retread 
bitumen. The section from Tillson Ave. in Tillsonburg 
easterly, to the east boundary of the county was given a 


light resurfacing with 1197.93 tons of commercial stone and 


gravel. Guard rail posts were erected at the narrow sections 
from south of Springford to Otterville. 47 bags of Calcium 
Chloride were applied at the north limit of Tillsonburg and 


on Tillson Ave. 83 bags were applied at Springford and 


90 bags at Otterville. Side entrances and a culvert were 
repaired west of Otterville. 


90 bags of Calcium Chloride was applied in the Village of 


Otterville. The entire length of the road was given a. 


light resurfacing with 483.45 tons of commercial stone. 


Guard rails were erected at a narrow bridge and a ditch © 


was cleaned along the west side of the road in Concession 
XII., South Norwich. A culvert was installed across the 


intersection of the road between concessions XI.-XILI., — 
South Norwich. A side entrance was installed and the ditch ~ 


opened and cleaned in the eleventh concession of the above 
mentioned township. 


The guard rails on the narrow bridge were repaired and 
general maintenance carried on during the year. 


Approximately two-thirds of this road was resurfaced with 


303 cubic yards of gravel costing 51.4c per yard on the road. 
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The double surface treatment work in Plattsville was 
patched and guard rails on the road were repaired. 


This road is maintained jointly with the county of 
Waterloo. 


Approximately one half of this road was resurfaced with 
736 yards of crushed gravel costing $1.44 per yard on the 
road. 300 gallons of dust layer was applied in front of the 
German Union cheese factory. A culvert was repaired and 
extended. 


The section from Medina to Lakeside was resurfaced with 


539% cubic yards of gravel costing 90c per yard on the 
road. 252 gallons of dust layer was applied in Lakeside 


and 250 gallons in Medina. The by-law passed at the June 
session, 1936, extending this road to the west limits of the 
county has been approved by order-in-council and road 25 
now extends from Lakeside to the west limits of East 
Nissouri Township. 


This road is maintained jointly with the county of Elgin 


The county of Oxford resurfaced the north half recently 
assumed as a county road with 130% yards of crushed 
gravel at a cost of $1.20 per yard on the road. 


A bridge was constructed at lot 22, Dereham twp., details 
of which are given in the bridge schedule of this report, 
and the approaches were graded and surfaced.
